The revenue to provide for these 
expenditures. comes’ from three 
Major sources; state rélimbumse- 
ments; balances. and. “tuition re- 
ceipts >" “and, local property tax re- 
venues. 

In the coming school year, if 
the legislature enacts the propo- 
sals under review at this point, 
§.A.D. 44 will receive $1,319,871, or 
approximately 46% of its revenue 
from sbate funds. These funds are 
allocated to the school district 
through a complex formula that 
takes into account factors such as: 
enroliments; the average per pupil 
costs for elemeritary and secon- 
dary students; the school district’s 
previous expenditures for trans- 
portation, special education, and 
vocational education; and, the dis- 
jrict’s indebtedness. The exact 
amount of state revenue that will 
be provided to school districts is 
not finalized until the legislature 
‘enacts a funding bill setting the 
mill rate, the leeway rates, and 
putting into effect the other vari- 
ables that have an impact on the 
funding formiula. 

Another source of school reven- 
ue is balances and tuition receipts. 
Next year, S.A.D. 44 will receive 
approximately $220,000 in tuition 
from Albany, Gilead, Upton, Mil- 
ton Plantation, and other small

Gilead’s Past is 
Focus of Historical 
Society Meeting — 


The town of Gilead’s past was 
the featured topic at the monthly - 
meeting of the Bethel Historical 
Society held Thursday evening, 
Feb. 4, in the meeting room of 
the Dr. Moses Mason House. 
The evidence of change was 
particularly apparent through a 
slide show of old photographs 
which focused on the town’s build. 
ings, people and ordinary life, As 
‘is the gase with a number of Maine 
towns, Gilead has. lost some of 
its architectural heritage through 
‘a combination of fire, neglect, and 
factors beyond its control. Its 
farms have largely grown up ta 
trees ,and bushes and its impor- 
fance as a railroad shipping center 
vanished. But its residenfs. contin- 
ue to enjoy its attractive natural 
setting and meet the challenge 
of the future. 

Gilead, once known «as ‘‘Pea- 
body’s Patent” was inteonporated 
on June 25, 1804 as the one hun- 
dred fifty-ninth town in the state 
of Maine. Its name was derived 
from the number of Balm of Gil- 
ead trees growing in the center of 
town. Gilead has had a Jong and 
historically important relationship 
with its neighbor Bethel with fam- 
ilies intermarrying, land owned by 
parties in both towns, and the 
sharing of such major events as 
the Indian Raid of 1781. 

The town of Gilead was well- 
known at the turn of the century 
as a farming and lumbering com- 
munity as well as a shipping cen. 
ter for the Hastings Lumber Com-

The Bethel Area Health Center 


“has announced the resumption of 


patient education program for pa- 
tients with high blood pressure. 

Hypertension, or high blood 
pressure, is the most common of 
the diseases affecting the heart 
and blood vessels. Contrary to 
widely ‘held belief, high blood 
pressure is not necessarily related 
to being nervous or high strung. 
Estimates: of the number of indi- 
viduals in the U. S. who have high 
blood pressure range from 23 fo 
60 million! According to the Na- 
tional High Blood Pressure Edu- 
cation Program, iat least one third. 
of those with hypertension do not 
know ‘that they have it. High blood 
pressure is a common “silent” 
problem; people are unaware that 
they have it because they feel per- 
fectly well. However, the problems 
resulting from untreated. high 
blood pressure can be deadly. The 
most common complications are 
stroke, heart failure and kidney 
disease. Control of ‘high blood 
pressure reduces the likelihood of 
these icomplications arising, It is 
estimated that these problems cost 
the nation $30 billion dollars annu- 
ally in direct medical costs. and

people with high blood pressure; 


_ the fact that hypextension, once 


detected and treated can usually 
be controlled; arid the potentially 
serious consequences of the di- 
‘sease, the Bethel Health Center is 
offering patient education in hy- 
pertension along with regular med- 
fecal care. The health center pro- 
videns are aware tbat there are 
many “different “types” of hy- 
pertensive patients, Patients will 
be referred by their regular health 
eare provider ta develop a pro- 
gram which will meet the specific 
educational and medical needs of 
the patient. : 

Charges for the program will be 
based on the length of time spent 
with the educator. In some instan- 
ce the patient’s health insunance 
will cover the cost of the program, 

The health éducation program 
was developed and is being given 
by Mary Ann O’Connor. Ms, O’- 
Connor holds a Masters degree in 
Community Health Education and 
has worked with the Center many 
times in the past on health edu- 
eation programs. She ‘will be at 
the Center on Wednesdays during 

regular Health Center hours. Any- 
one who is now being treated for 
high blood pressure may call for 
an jappointment or for further in- 
formation.

$254,221.34 BUDGET FOR ‘82 

The Bethel Selectmen have pre- 
pared a 1982 town budget which 
ealls for $254,221.34 to be rais- 
ed by taxation. The figure for 1981. 
was $250,768. The local budget 
committee is currently reviewing 
the requests. 

This 1982 figure represents local 
Municipal appropriations only and 
does not reflect the school and 
county assessments. The board 
will be reviewing the town road 
grader issue and will have a rec- 


~ ommendation. The outcome of this 


discussion. is not included in the 
$24,221.34 figure. 

Anticipated general government 
costs are budgeted to be $64,205 as 


‘compared to $61,162 for 1981. The 


increase fs a result of a 4% sal 
ary increase, the need to pur- 
chase a new copier machine in the 
town pffice and general increases 
$n all costs, 


Health, welfare and sanitation 
costs are just over the 1981 fig- 
ure of $30,102 at $30,957. Leisure 
service costs for 1982 are esti- 
mated. to be $11,840, just a slight 
increase over the 1981 costs of 
$11,365, | 

The protections portion of the 
budget reflects a decrease due to 
equipment that was purchased for 
‘the fire department arid police de- 
partment in 1981 which does not

figure for protections: is $76,084.78. 

Due to increased energy costs 
the municipal buildings section of 
the budget is anticipated to be 
$1,500 more than in 1981, The un- 
Classified section has a $3,100 in- 
crease due to the increased costs 
of borrowing money and increases 
in some of the areas of employee 
benefits. The area with the great- 
est increase is public works pri- 
marily because of snow removal. 
The 1982 figure budgeted iis $171,- 
288.34 as compared to the 1981 fig- 
ure of $163,989. 

Selectmen have approved the use 
of $58,000 in General Revenue 
Sharing fumds for 1982 in the areas 
of public works, hydrant rental, 
street lights and general assis- 
tance, They avill act upon a recom- 
mendation to use $115,000 from 
surplus to decrease the amount to 
be raised from taxation, Both of 
the above mentioned anticipated 
incomes are reflected in the $254,- 
221,34 to be raised from taxation 
for municipal appropriations. 

The Selectmen will review the 
recommendations of the budget 
committee prior to presentation 
to the taxpayers at the annual 
town meeting March 15 and 16. 
The municipal election is to be 
held on March 15 with balloting at 
the Bethel Fire Station from 10 
a.m, to 8 p. m, The business 
portion of the meeting will be 
held at Telstar Regional High 
School at 7 p.m, on March 16, 


DRIVING IN DARKNESS 
CALLS FOR SPECIAL CAUTION 


The state police caution that 
darkness ealls for a special type 
of driving—that includes increased 
alertness, better control of the mo- 
tor vehicle and reduction of speed. 

‘Although fewer people drive at 
tight than during the day, at least 
half of the rural road deaths oc- 
cur at night since darkness re- 
duces the reliability of the visual 
clues. that we use in driving, and 
results in driver errors in judging 
distance and speed causing col- 
lisions,” said Col, Allan H. Weeks, 
chief of the Maine State Police. 

The most important rule to re- 
member concerning night driving, 
said Col. Weeks, is that “we can’t 
drive at night with the same 
habits and attitudes that we drive 
with during the day.” 

At night, the eyes play tricks. 
One wan see an unexpected ob- 
ject (eg. a pedestrian) only about 
halé as far ahead as one can see 
am expected object (eg, one’s 
driveway). 

Pedestrians ate hard to sea at 
night, especially when they are 
not wéaring briglit, light colored 
clothing. Motorists should give 
them the night of way and allow 
for unexpected pedestrian actions. 

In addition, the Maine State Po- 
lite advise tiotorists to take thé 
Lowiig precautions if they must 
stop at night; 

—Give approaching traffic some 
kind of warning about dhe hazard- 
ous sihiation they are exposed to. 
Use flags or reflectors or, best of 
all, Hghits or flares spaced out al- 
ong the road behind the motor ve- 
hicle to alert night drivers. 

—Léave patking Mghts oti. It is 
also a good idea to turn on the in. 
side dome light, 

—Stay away from the road, If 
hecessary to mork close to the 
main toad way, tty position 
yourself so that the flow of traffic 
Js in your field of vielon.

trict, For the 1982-83 school year,’ 


balances from previous school bud- 
gets will account for over $100,000. 
Two years ago at this time of 
year, when the district was pre- 
paring its budget, the OPEC pric- 
-es*for energy were very unstable. 


At. that time, the Board of Direc- 


tors adopted a budget that pro- 
jected a cost of $1,75 per gaiion 
for gasoline, $1.40 per gallon for 
#2 fuel, and $1.00 per gallon for 
#6 fuel, Between the time that 
the budget was enacted and the 
expenditures were made, the price 
of gasoline and other energy ma- 
terials stabilized at a significant- 
ly lower figure. Consequently, S. 
A.D, 44 had an unanticipated bal- 
ance of $98,661 during the 1980-81 
school, year. When the Board and 
I developed the current school year 
budget, we retained the same en- 
ergy price structure: $1.75 per gal- 
Jon for gasoline, $1.40 per gallon 
for #2 fuel, and -$1.00 for #6 fuel 
oil. Again, "energy costs have re- 
mained stable—even with decon- 
trol—and, at this point, it appears 
that the district will have a con- 
siderable balance in the current 
budget. Some of this balance will 
be used to reduce local propenty 
tax in the year ahead. 


The final source of revenue for 
the school district is the local 
property tax, The budget present- 
ed to the Board of Directors. will 
ask for a total contribution of 
$1,119,651 to be raised through 
property tax. While this is nearly 
a 1% decrease over last year’s 
levy, it is impontant to realize that 
the district is using over $100,000 
of its surplus to defray the bur- 
den on the local property tax. This 
decline in the local property tax 
requirements is a direct result of 
surpluses the district experienced 
as a result of the stabilization of 
energy prices, and the energy sav- 
ings measures taken in the schools 
and the transportation system. 


At their meeting Monday even- 
ing, Feb. 8, the Board of Direc- 
tors reviewed this revenue data, 
and examined the proposed cex- 
penditures line-by-line. Issues that 
generated considerable discussion 
were the Health Services account 
and Student Activities account, 
where further reductions may be 
recommended. The Finance Com- 
mittee and interested Board mem- 
bers will convene this Thursday
